Price centrols remain. Generally, maximum price for farm implements is the price 
at which such items sold during the basic period, August 15—September 11, 1941. 
Quoted prices do not include cost of delivery to the purchaser. 

Under Consumers’ Credit Order No. 225, section 10, terms of sale for farm mach- 
inery are: 1/3 of quoted price paid in cash; the balance of the credit price to be paid 
within two years of the date of the contract in stated amounts at specified dates. Any 
allowance for a trade-in is to be deducted from the unpaid balance. 

Despite the lifting of production restrictions, it is expected that the shortage of 
components such as malleable castings ond sheet steel will limit the maximum output 
of form implements during the year July 1, 1945, to June 30, 1946, ta « 24% increase 
(on tonnage basis) over the output in the preceding 12 months. 


Farmers’ Poultry Prices 


Farmers selling oll types of poultry, 
except turkeys, direct fo consumers ore 
permitted o 25% markup over the whole- 
sole ceiling prices established for the zone 
in which they cre locafed. Turkey producers 
cre allowed a 20% markup over the 
wholesale level. 


Potato Storage Allowance 
(Order A-1560 now in effect) 


A storage allowance of 5c per 75-lb. bag 
of potatoes and 7c per 100-b. bag is 
allowed on November 1. Another 5c pet 
75-Ib. bag and 6c per 100-lb. bag may be 
added on December 1, and anorher 5c per 
75-lb. bag and 7c per 100-lb. bag on 
Janvary 1, 1946. There will be no storage 
adjustment for February but monthly in- 
creases will be resumed on March 1.

Formers ore required to send in “M" ccupons to the Lecal Ration Board for meat they 
consume, ond meat they sell to former neighbours ct the rate of 4 Ibs, per coupon, Farmers 
who sloughter meat need not turn in ot the end of the month more than half the valid meat 
coupons in the ration books of theif household. Farmets who purchase meat from other formers 
must surrender to the selling former one meat coupon for every 4 Ibs, of meat purchased, even 
if this meons surrendering coupons not yet volid. 


FARM SLAUGHTERERS 


Formers who sloughter for their own’ household consumption or for the consumption of 
their former neighbours, ore not required to hold a slaughter permit, Any excess of form 
sloughtered meat over the former's or his neighbour's needs moy be sold only to the holder 
of a regular sloughter permit in quantities not less than a quarter of Beef or o side of Pork. 
Sheep, lomb or calves slaughtered by the former for his own or his neighbours’ we moy not be 
sald into the meat trode.

Canada's frigid north is not as 
barren ag most people think. Care- 
ful cultivation of sheltered Arctic 
Circle, will often produce ample 
dividends in both vegetables and 
flowers. The vegetables are par- 


ticularly welcome, since fresh vi- 


tamin and mineral-rich foods are 
mot easily obtained in the remote 


 péttlements of the far north. 


Northern gardens have — prob- 
lems peculiar to themselves. The 
gtowing season is very short and 
the gardener has to be constantly 
on the alert. Tender plants must 
be covered up when frost threat- 
ens, and sowings killed by late 
frosts must be replanted. The 
game watchfulness is necessary at 
the end of the season when early 


/ pedeosts-might destroy tomatoes and 


other tender crops. 
Season Short 


To compensate for the shortness 


normal months’ growth in “two 
months of longer days. To pro- 
vide extra raw materials for the 
“swing shift” and to give plants a 
quick start in the spring it is neces- 
sary to use fertilizer. Rainfall is 
scanty,in the north, and much of 
the n Ure is furnished by the 
thawing subsoil. 


Beyond the tree line the soil oc- 
curs only in cracks and crevices 
and in river bottom lands.

This weck’s recipes from _ the 
Consumer Section of the Domin- 
ion “Department of Agriculture in- 
clude a recipe for jam and two of 
their most popular recipes for beet 
pickles. 

For those who, any day now, 
will be bringing in bects from the 
garden to store for winter use, 
here are a few reminders. Beets 
keep best at a temperature be- 
tween 33 deg. F and 38 deg. F. To 
keep them crisp in storage, evapo- 
ration should be prvented, so. a 
covering of sand is called for. 
Twisting, rather than cutting the 
tops off reduces bleeding and this 
helps not only to preserve the col- 
or but also to prevent decay.

How Can I?

Q. How can I prevent the break- 
ing of rice kernels?

Q. How can I loosen a clogged 
sink pipe? 

A. Dissolve %-pound® of topper 
as in 2 quarts of hot water and 
pour it down the pipe. Repeat if

Q. How can I make a substitute 
for soap? 

A, In an emergency, oatmeal is 
an excellent substitute for soap.

CANADA FIGHTS 
INFLATION 


For a long time Canadians have 
been people who have got things done. 
This has been particularly true during 
the last six years. Because the people 
of every halthy nation argue lustily 
among themselves, Canadians perhaps 
fail to realize that they have got 
things done with a minimum of 
squabbling and with a maximum of 
cooperation. Price control is a good 
example of just this kind of pe 
endeavour, Most Canadians said to 
themselves during the war years-——and 
still say— “It's common sense _ to 
keep prices from rising because it's 
money out of our pockets if we have 
inflation.” So they all set about back- | 
ing the anti-inflation programme. To- | 
day surveys reveal that the majority | 
of Canadians still say they want to 
keep price control until supplies of | 
goods return to normal. 

Now that sounds quite simple and | 
sensible doesn’t it? Yet, if we look | 
at the record of other countries we 
will find’ that such a_ sensible, 
straightforward and worthwhile pol- 
icy often met with devious opposition. 
There were aiwayS pressure groups 
ready to back partisan points of view: 

Through our steady maintenance of 
a price control] system, we have shown 
the rest of the world that we can be 
‘an adult nation and pull together in 
the face of a general problem. Canada 
is a big sprawling country with all 
sorts of regional difficulties confront- 
ing its people but despite this diver- 
sion of interest we have steadfastly 
kept our national economy on a 
steady keel by holding back the tide- 
waters of rising prices. 

In our own eyes, and in the eyes of 
the world, it is probably time that, 
without any undue vanity, we took 
the bow that is coming to us.

Queen Wilhelmina’ promis#t 
nearly a year ago what amounted 
to ‘Dominiou government to the 
Dutch colonies, but this did not 
satisfy the extremists, says the Ot- 
tawa Citizen. They saw a chance 
for revolt and took it. 

The fighting has not been real- 
ly serious. No doubt some of It 
has been inspired by the Japanese 
eager to leave the Allies a burden- 
some legacy. But obviously kill- 
ing British, Indian and Javanese 
settleggnothing. A truce, and ne- 
gotiations on the basis of Queea 
Withelmina’s offer is undoubtely 
the way to a settlement. 

British forces are in Java be- 
cause the Netherlands government 
surprised by Japan's sudden sur- 
render, had neither an army nor 
the ships to carry it, capable of re- 
occupying the territory. The 
South East Asia command was 
asked to undertake the task. 

Due to the Japanese occupa- 
tion, the Indonesian nationalists 
formerly only a small vocal min- 
ority impatient of Dutch rule, 
gained great strength. They were 
given key positions in the goven- 
ment and so acquired political 
power which they promptly used 
to further their independence 
movement. They sought to per- 
suade forty million Javanese that 
they could govern themselves.

Is the Government practically cer- 
tain that agriculture is never again | 
to increase the number of people en- 
gaged in it; are .th 
economists sure that the proper 
ourse is to perpetuate the movement 
of all workers from smaller communi- 
ties to larger? is 

On the wisdom of such a decision 
must of course, depend the future 
prosperity of ‘the nation. 


WORDS ABOUT 
CANADIANS 


For a long time Canadians 
been people who have got things done. 
This has been particularly true during 
the last six years. Because the people 
of every nation argue lustily among 
themselves, Canadians perhaps fail to 
realize that they have got things done 
with a minimum of squabbling and 
with a maximum of co-operation. 
Price control is a good example of 
just thig kind of mutual endeavour. 
Most Canadians said to themselves 
during the war years- —and still say— 
“It's common serise to keep prices 
from rising because it’s money out of 
our pockets if we have inflation.” So 
they all set about backing the anti- 
inflation program. Today, surveys 
reveal that the majority of Canadians 
still say they want to keep price con- 


' trol until supplies of goods return to 


normal, 
Now that sounds quite simple and 


sensible doesn’t it? Yet, if we look at 
the record of other countries we will 
find that such a sensible, straight- 
forward and worthwhile policy often 
met with devious opposition. There 


to back partisan points of view. 
Through our steady maintenance of 
a price control system, we have 
shown the rest of the world that we 
can be an adult nation and pull to- 
gether in the face of a general prob- 
lem. Canada is a big, sprawling 
country with all sorts of regional dif- 
ficulties confronting ite peoples but 
despite this diversion of interest we 
have steadfastly kept our national 
economy on a steady keel by holding 
back the tide waters of rising prices. 
» In our own eyes, and in the eyes of 
the world, it is probably time that, 
without any undue vanity, we took 
the bow that is coming to us.--The 
Lakfield News.

With 
Partner able to get around once 
more to help with the chores and 
milking it was hardly necessary to 
have three men at home to run a 
Jhundred acres. There is still. a 
dearth of farm help so it was cer- 
tainly no trouble for young John 
to get another job — arid right in 
our own neighborhood too, which 
suited him fine. Son Bob has also 
been working — that is from nine 
until five each day — tractor- 
ploughing for one of our neigh- 
bours. And Partner and I have 
been right into the chicken  busj- 
ness, killing and dressing a few 
€ach day so as not to make it too 
tiring for Partner. Even at that it 
was tiring enough. Personally, I 
don't mind being tired just so long 
as we get those noisy strutting 
roosters off the’ farm. “The fe- 
male of the species’ may be “more 
deadly than the male” but at least 
she ig not so insufferably preten- 
tious and vain. To hear the cock- 
sure crowing that emayates from 
our rooster pen you would think 
the crazy things were telling the 
worldthey were our main source 
of income, “They help, of course, 
but I'm telling\you we earn every 
cent we get for our dressed chick- 
ens. 

And that, by the way, is the only 
time I like roosters — when their 
feathers are off and in. place of 
birds we have dollar bills. And I 
am also pleased when they tip the 
scales at anywhere from six to 
eight pounds with firm, white 
flesh one knows will make good 
eating. You know, it is possible to 
get a lot of satisfaction from the 
knowledge that one has turned out 
a good product. =

on one of our chicken picking days. 
We had just finished weighing and 
pricing five birds for a private sale 
when in came a truck with our 
order of potatoes. There were five 
bags of the murphies atid the price 
for the five bags was a little less 
than our price for our five chickens. 
I said to Partner — “Now, which 
line of ‘produce do you suppose 
brings in the best returns?” 

Well, sir, we thought and we 
talked, but we haven't got the an- 
ewer yet. Partner thinks there are 
too many angles to consider for a 
definite conclusion to be possible. 

If it is a 
poor season then potato crops are 


light; if disease attacks young 
thickens then losses are heavy. If

But I do know one thing — at 
least potatoes ogn't crow, and they 
don't scratch in the flower beds or 
sneak around to roost on the front 
doorstep to the embarrassment 
the owner. y 

But then potatoes have bugs — 
and they have to be hoed and hilled 
~~ the potatoes I mean, not the 
bigs. They must be “dropped” in 
the spring, “picked” in the fall, 
prayed or dusted, sorted and 
bagged and looked over carefully 
for signs of dry rot, ring rot, wet 
rot and scab. 

Figures can’t supply the answer 
to my question. Figures can only 
go #o far. You can't estimate in 
dollars and cents the value of carry~ 
ing water to your chickens, or the 
difference’ in -hoeing potatoes in 
wet or dry seasons. So there you 
are, friends, and if you would like to 
start an argument in your family 
circle, of athong *your neighbours, 
try that one. And I would just love 
to know the result.

Arms Into Fingers 

A rare surgical operation which 
converts the stump of a forearm 
into two large fingers is being 
used at Mare Island Naval Hospi- 
tal, Cal, to rehabilitate men who 
lost their hands in combat. 

The surgeon splits the arm 
lengthwise ne-rly to the elbow by 
severing the h between the two 
long bones. Some of the long 
ruscle tissue is removed and the 
lesser muscles are rearranged, to 
give space between the separated 
members and to permit the skin 
to cover the surgical wounds. 


The patient then has two out- 
sipe fingers which, unlike those of 
an artificial hand, retain the sense 
of touch and move under the stim- 
ulus of nerve impulses. In artifi- 
cial hands the finecrs are moved 
by mechanical dc ccs. 

Capt. Henry H. Kessler, Navy 
surgeon, of Newark, N.J., who 
has performed three such — opera- 


tions in the Pacific area, permitted , 


reporters to see his newest patient, 
Marine Sgt. Robert Moore, 28, of 
Richmond, Calif., who underwent 
the operation a month ago. 

Sergeant Moore demonstrated 
that he could use the fingers like 
forceps,« grasping and releasing 
bits of cloth, and that he could 
feel with them, The rearrange- 
tment of the muscles plus the nat- 
ural twisting power of the fore- 
arm causes the opening and clos- 
img motion.

Frederick John Burrows, former 
railroad porter and sergeant-major 
in the Great War, will succeed Au- 
stralian Richard Casey in February 
as governor of the Indian province 
with a population of 60,000,000.

Mrs. Burrows will leave the cot- 
tage at Ross-on-Wye, Hereford- 
shire, where she does her own 
housework, to become first lady of 
the wealthy Indian province. She 
has never been outside Britain. 

“We shan’t be any different, 
though,” she told newsmen. “We 
are working people and always 
will be. I'll try to do everything 
I'm expected to do.” 


She revealed that one of her 
chief concerns was geting sufficient 
and appropriate clothes.
